Stelmach asks for 'equal help' after $4B auto bailout for Ontario

The premier of Canada’s 
richest province says he 
wants Ottawa to “pay 
attention” to its ailing 
forestry and energy sectors 
after the federal 
government handed $4 bil¬ 
lion to Ontario’s struggling 
auto industry. 

“Please pay attention to 
the needs of the West,” said 
Premier Ed Stelmach about 
what he plans to tell Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
during the First Minister’s 
meeting in Ottawa Friday. 

Stelmach said the current 
struggles of the oil and gas 


industry could force compa¬ 
nies to cut corporate jobs 
and the province’s agricul¬ 
ture and forestry sectors 
“will be under a lot of pres¬ 
sure” because of current 
“trade barriers” that will put 
more jobs at risk. 

And if there is no “equal 
help” from Ottawa, Stel¬ 
mach said Canadian fami¬ 
lies will not go out and buy 
new vehicles, something 
that could help Canada’s 


auto industry from sinking. 

“We have been contribut¬ 
ing significantly to equaliza¬ 
tion ... (but) there will be a 
significant net loss of rev¬ 
enue going to Ottawa from 
Alberta, and indeed from 
the West,” said Stelmach 
during a media scrum with 
reporters yesterday. 

“All of the other 
provinces that have been 
looking to Ottawa for help 
to create some sort of stim¬ 


ulus package have to keep 
that in mind.” 

The premier, however, 
fell short of suggesting that 
Alberta’s energy industry 
should get a bailout, similar 
to what was given to Cana¬ 
da’s auto industiy. 

Oil settled higher at 
$37.78 per barrel yesterday, 
buoyed by chilly weather in 
the United States and indi¬ 
cations of deep production 
cuts by Saudi Arabia. 

Oil has fallen from a peak 
price above $147 per barrel 
reached in July. 

The premier will be in 
Toronto today to deliver a 
“national unity address” to 
the C.D. Howe Institute.

bylaw Edmonton city coun¬ 
cil will decide next Wednes¬ 
day on whether or not to 
push a controversial bylaw 
that will fine motorists 
$250 for idling their 
vehicles for more than 
three minutes. 

The city’s transportation 
committee decided yester¬ 
day to push the issue 
forward to city council 
without any recommenda¬ 
tions for or against the plan 
after hearing from dozens 
of speakers in favour of the 
bylaw that will be enforced 
by citizens snitching on 
drivers who idle. 

Students from a junior 
high school, 

environmentalists, doctors 
and private citizens all told 
councillors that an idling 
bylaw would “change 
behaviours” in Edmonton. 

“This is all complaint 
driven, it puts neighbour 
against neighbour and 
that’s the only way it’s go¬ 
ing to be enforced,” said 
Coun. Tony Caterina to re¬ 
porters. “Whether it stands 
up in a court of law, I don’t 
believe it would.” 

Coun. Ben Henderson 
said an anti-idling bylaw 
would be in the “best inter¬ 
est of the city.” 

Motorists are allowed un¬ 
der the proposed bylaw to 
let their vehicles idle for 
longer than three minutes 
in frigid weather like 
what’s been seen in Edmon¬ 
ton in recent weeks, but no 
limits have been set on how 
long it can be left running 
when temperatures are 
colder than -10 C. 
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Expect warmer weather 

Environment Canada predicts temperatures will rise above freezing tomorrow. Temps are expected to rise to 4 C on Friday, and warm

Missionaries patrolling Ed¬ 
monton’s inner-city streets 
are extending their reach, 
as the homeless 
population continues to 
overflow into suburban ar¬ 
eas. 

Edmonton’s largest or¬ 
ganization to aid the home¬ 
less, Hope Mission, dis¬ 
patches missionary vans 
out into the city’s roughest 
areas, passing out food, hot 
drinks, blankets, clothing, 
and a helping hand to those 
who need a place to sleep. 

“We have had increased 
requests, and people out 
there are in much more 
desperate need than they 
have been,” said 
spokesman Peter Gerber. 

Since temperatures took 
a nose-dive in the weeks be¬ 
fore Christmas, van drivers 
are continually tipped off 
about more campsites set 
up in unlikely areas, like 
South Edmonton Common. 

Gerber attributes the no¬ 


madic behaviour to compe¬ 
tition between desperate 
panhandlers in higher den¬ 
sity areas, which serve as a 
setting for increased levels 
of violence. “If you go 
downtown and are compet¬ 
ing with 20 people, you 
could instead go down to 
South Common where 
there’s hardly anyone,” he 


said. 

While Edmonton’s home¬ 
less have been known to set 
up camp in commercial or 
residential areas in the 
past, the trend has in¬ 
creased in the last few 
years, with the rise in popu¬ 
lation and lack of afford¬ 
able housing, Gerber said. 

Officials expect the re¬ 


tired ambulances will be 
perpetually rolling, as tem¬ 
peratures hold steady. The 
vans served over 1,500 
homeless Edmontonians in 
December. 

“You can ask anyone out 
on the street, the Hope Mis¬ 
sion ministry van is some¬ 
thing that is known to peo¬ 
ple,” Gerber said.

Military trucks to be built in U.S. 

CAW blasts Ottawa for choosing firm that laid off 500 Canadian workers

The Canadian Auto Work¬ 
ers yesterday criticized Ot¬ 
tawa for farming out jobs 
to the U.S. for a company 
that is busy laying off the 
workforce at its Chatham, 
Ont., plant. 

“Somebody has to explain 
to us why Canadian work¬ 
ers can’t build military 
trucks for the Canadian mil¬ 
itary,” said senior CAW ex¬ 
ecutive Ken Chernecki, re¬ 
ferring to a defence min¬ 
istry contract to Illinois- 
based Navistar Internation¬ 
al Corp. to build 1,300 medi¬ 
um-duty trucks for the 
Canadian Armed Forces. 

CAW officials plan to ask 


Navistar executives — al¬ 
ready slated to meet with 
them today over heavy lay¬ 
offs at their truck plant in 
Chatham — to switch the 
order from Garland, Tex., to 
their Canadian operation. 

Navistar sent out 500 lay¬ 
off notices to its Chatham 
workforce last week, with 
another 200 expected in the 
spring. Chernecki said only 
200 workers are left and the 


plant’s survival is at stake. 

“At the plant this morn¬ 
ing, our guys were just 
dumbfounded; they’re 
mad as hell,” said Chernec¬ 
ki. “In the face of (layoffs) 
over the next few months, 
there is no legitimate cred¬ 
ible reason” for Ottawa’s 
decision. 

“Doesn’t the government 
know there’s a manufactur¬ 
ing crisis in Canada?” he 


added. 

Asked yesterday why the 
contract couldn’t have stip¬ 
ulated the trucks be built in 
Canada, a spokesperson for 
Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay referred Torstar 
News Service to the public 
works ministry. 

“Minister MacKay’s role 
is to outline what equip¬ 
ment and platforms are 
needed by the Canadian 
Forces,” the defence min- 
istiy official said, in an 
email. “After identifying the 
need, Public Works follows 
a competitive procurement 
process.” 

But the public works de¬ 


partment referred the ques¬ 
tion to Industiy Canada and 
— in the end — there ap¬ 
peared to be no answer. 

Yesterday, CAW president 
Ken Lewenza sent a letter to 
MacKay, asking him to “pro¬ 
vide the necessaiy leader¬ 
ship to invest in Canada by 
having these vehicles built 
in Canada.” 

But, from Warrenville, 
Ill., Navistar corporate 
spokesperson Ray Wiley 
said the trucks couldn’t be 
built in Chatham, challeng¬ 
ing Cherneclci’s assertion 
the line could accommo¬ 
date the medium-duty

and the William J. Clinton 
Foundation did not go far 
enough to prevent poten¬ 
tial conflicts of interest. 

“The core of the problem 
is that foreign govern¬ 


ments and entities may 
perceive the Clinton Foun¬ 
dation as a means to gain 
favour with the secretary 
of state,” Lugar said. 

“The only certain way to 
eliminate this risk going 
forward is for the Clinton 
Foundation to forswear 
new foreign contributions 
when Senator Clinton be¬ 


comes secretary of state.” 

Clinton, who was accom¬ 
panied by her daughter, 
Chelsea, but not her hus¬ 
band, listened to Lugar but 
did not address the matter 
during her confirmation 
hearing. 

The former president’s 
foundation has disclosed 
past donors, which include

Hockey sources predict¬ 
ed in chats with Metro yes¬ 
terday that the NHLPA will 
announce during festivi¬ 
ties surrounding the all- 
star game in Montreal on 
Jan. 25 that its player rep¬ 
resentatives are choosing 
to extend the agreement. 

The CBA that ended the 
2004-05 NHL lockout gave 
the players the option to 
either terminate the exist¬ 
ing agreement next Sep¬ 
tember or extend it two 
more seasons.

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A new dance at Detroit show 


Even breakthrough cars such as the Toyota Prius Plug-In Hybrid were greeted with muted enthusiasm at the Detroit auto show in 
Cobo Center, columnist Michael Goetz writes. 


he Detroit auto 
show, also known 
by its more 
grandiose name 
— The North 
American International 
Auto Show — is in full 
swing right now. But it’s an 
awkward swing, like a 12- 
year old boy with size 10 
feet, dancing with his 
mother. 

Big auto shows usually 
have great atmosphere. 
Hard not to, I guess, when 
you’ve got world debuts of 
exciting vehicular cre¬ 
ations, and very theatrical 
press conferences and dis¬ 
plays. 

The whole point of 
these auto shows, it 
seems, is a chance for the 
auto players to one-up 
each other, show a little 
swagger, and give us that 


sizzle we so much like 
with our car steaks. 

Put someone on a stage 
to be humble, however, 
and well, it’s not great the¬ 
atre. Unless of course, you 
were looking for tragedy 
or a train wreck. But we 
didn’t get that, either. The 
2009 Detroit auto show 
was not nearly as exciting 
as past years, or as enter¬ 
tainingly bad as some had 
hoped. 

Even when someone had 
something cool to show the 
world, like VW did with its 
brilliant, minimalist, mid¬ 
engine roadster concept, it 
was done in the wake of a 
sombre speech by its chair¬ 
man, outlining the compa¬ 
ny’s commitment to “the 
show, the city, and the U.S. 
auto industiy.” 

As you know, many of 
his import colleagues did¬ 
n’t show up. Many others 
decided to go low key, with 
simple displays and no 
“unveil.” 

Ford is the sole Detroit- 
based automaker that isn’t 
dipping into government 
bailout money — for now 
at least. It seemed to revel 
in that position, with de¬ 


cidedly more whiz-bang in 
its unveilings, and more 
strut to its stride, than ex¬ 
hibited by either of its U.S. 
brethren. 

One of its introductions, 
the 2010 Ford Mustang 
Shelby GT 500, also gave us 
gear heads one of the few 
occasions to holler — not 
only is it a great 540-hp 


boy toy, it exited the stage 
in Cobo Center via tire 
squeal. Some in the crowd 
actually squealed back, in 
delight no doubt, for put¬ 
ting a small dent in the po¬ 
litical correctness warp 
shield that seemed to be in 
force around the whole 
show. 

Nobody whooped or 


hollered when Ford talked 
about its new Fusion hy¬ 
brid, or, later, when Toyota 
announced that its new 
Prius would return a com¬ 
bined fuel efficiency rating 
of 50 mpg, or when the 
Chinese automaker BYD, 
took the wraps off the 
world’s first production 
plug-in hybrid (on sale in 


China later this month). 

But that’s OK. This was 
not a show to stir the emo¬ 
tions; this was people try¬ 
ing to figure out a new 
dance.

When 
preparing for a change of 
season, consult the experts 
and have them recommend 
the most appropriate tires 
for your vehicle. 

MYTH NO. 2

FALSE — During a storm, 
drivers tend to drive a lot 
more carefully, but when 
the weather is good, peo¬ 
ple take more risks. 

MYTH NO. 3 

Thanks to my anti-lock 
brakes, I can brake without 
danger, which isn’t the case 
with traditional brakes. 
FALSE — The nature of anti- 
lock brakes means that stop¬ 
ping distances maybe longer 
than with traditional brakes. 

MYTH NO. 4 

Nothing beats a nice wide 
tire for driving in snow. 
FALSE — Wide tires tend 
to float on top of the snow, 
unlike narrow tires, which 
provide a better grip. 

MYTH NO. 5 

In winter you should keep 
your distance and leave at 
least five car lengths between 
yourself and the car in front 
when driving at 100 km/h. 
FALSE — Transport Canada 
recommends leaving a dis¬ 
tance of 10 car lengths when 
driving at 100 km/h in winter. 

MYTH NO. 6 

The letters M+S (mud 
and snow) on a tire show 
that it is a winter tire. 
FALSE — The letters M+S 
may also appear on all-sea- 
son tires which, despite 
their name, are not recom¬ 
mended for winter driving.

Even though it has 
remained the world’s most

In it, Kumar stars as hap¬ 
less Delhi veggie slicer Sidhu 
who, mistaken for the re¬ 
incarnation of a legendary 
warrior, is whisked away to 
China to do battle with an 
evil crime boss named Hojo 
— played by Kung Fu movie 
icon Gordon Liu. 

Not only is CC2C the 
biggest internationally 
exposed Indian film in his¬ 
tory — with over 140 prints 
in North America alone — 
but its production also 
marks the first time any 
movie from any country 
has been allowed to film on 
the ancient Great Wall of 
China. 

“Not only did we shoot on 


the wall,” says Kumar, “but 
we were, kicking, jumping 
and throwing people around 
with cables and cranes. It 
was incredible and a great 
privilege.”

WHAT’S NEXT: The next 
few months in TV are start¬ 
ing to take vague shape 
with a few announcements 
from networks, including 
the return of Ray Romano 
to primetime in a “drame- 
dy” exploring the midlife 
crisis of a group of 
fortysomething buddies. 

The show, titled Men Of 
A Certain Age, was greenlit 
for an initial 10 episodes 
by TNT according to a stoiy 
in the Hollywood Reporter, 
and will also star Andre 
Braugher (star of Gideon’s 
Crossing, a shortlived spin¬ 
off of The Practice) and 
Scott Balcula. Think Bro- 
mance with a lot of 
prostate jokes. 

Fox will be bringing 
back Til Death with a full 
22-episode order for next 
season, a surprise revival 
of the sitcom that will 
bring the show’s total to 
more than 80 episodes — 


enough to bring it to syndi¬ 
cation, according to a 
TVGuide.com story, 

though only seven of the 
current season’s episodes 
aired when it disappeared 
from the air in October. 

Which reminds us of the 
rule that the only thing 


about Fox you can trust is 
its unpredictability. Can¬ 
celling Prison Break at the 
end of the current season 
is hardly unexpected, how¬ 
ever — the show long ago 
exhausted its premise, 
which was never more 
than miniseries-sized. “The 


show is just played out,” 
Fox entertainment presi¬ 
dent Kevin Reilly told the 
Hollywood Reporter. “Cre¬ 
atively everybody feels 
enough stories have been 
told ... we want to finish 
strong and not just gimp- 
out next season.” 

Reilly did say that a few 
extra episodes could be 
shot to pad out the four re¬ 
maining set to air. The net¬ 
work has a new animated 
comedy from Arrested De¬ 
velopment creator Mitch 
Hurwitz, Sit Down, Shut 
Up, ready to take over King 
Of The Hill’s Sunday 
evening slot when that

The national executive di¬ 
rector of the Screen Actors 
Guild, a lightning rod for 
criticism during the stalled 
contract talks with the stu¬ 
dios, is on the way out as 
chief negotiator.

Salmon pizza 
with yogurt 
and dill 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 small skinless salmon fil¬ 
lets, about 3/4 lb (375 g) in 
total 

2 large tomatoes 

1 small mild white or red 
onion 

2 thin 10-in. (25-cm) 
unbaked pizza crusts 
Salt and black pepper 
8 sprigs of fresh dill 

6 oz (170 g) Greek yogourt 
To serve: 4 tbsp (60 ml) 
mango chutney, optional 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 425°F 
(220°C). Remove bones 
from salmon fillets, then 
dice flesh. 

2. Rinse, dry and finely 
chop tomatoes; peel and 
finely chop onion. Place 
pizza crusts on baking 
trays; spread tomatoes and 
onion over each. Arrange 
salmon on top and add 


salt and pepper to taste. 

3. Bake for 15-20 minutes, 
or until lightly browned, 
swapping trays around 
half way through. 

4. Rinse and dry dill. Set 
aside a few sprigs for a gar¬ 
nish, finely chop remain¬ 
der, and mix into yogourt, 
with some pepper. 

5. Remove pizzas from 
oven, spoon some yogourt 
over each and garnish 
with reserved dill. 

6. Cut each salmon pizza 
into quarters and serve 
two portions per person, 
accompanied by mango 
chutney, if using.
